THE KWANGTUNG INUNDATION 
J RELIEH FUND. 
Tho following report on the present condition 
and resources and the harvest prospects of the 
peopla in the flooiled districts of tho Kwangtung 


provinos, by. the ‘Rev. TW. Paares, has 
forwarded to us for publication -— 

During the past fortnight, in accordance with 
tho request of tho Committoo of tho Kwangtung 
Taoundation Fand, I have made special investiga- 
tions in ths. districts bordering on the main 
waterways of the Province.

- For the samo reécon the statements here made 
do not apply to tha “water fields” of the Ké 
Ming district, There, and to a cartain limited. 
axtent in the low lands of other districts, water 
covers the ground every spring and summor. 
Tt is only at tho ond of the summer rains that 
the land oan be planted, and not then if the rain~ 


| fall is oxcossive. 


A Chinose.sore of “water land” in K6 
salls for about two tals, whilst in tho adjoining 
district of K6 In, where the land though dry is 
| poor and fields.are cheap, the price is from six 
to ten tals por Chineso acro for tho worst tields. 
Finally it should be noted that in nono of the 
districts under consideration is’ tho ground re- 
wmarkable for fertility; in that respect falling 
greatly below the adjacont rich distriots, of 
Némboi and Shun Tak.

* Same ides of the expense incurred in restor- 
ing ombankments may be gathered from the fal- 
lowing figures selected from the notes taken af 
various points.. The largest embantnnent in the 
Kwang-tung province is knowns the Fong 
Lok embankment. It has bean state that to 
walk round it cccnpics threo days aadis a jour- 
ney of more thaa one haudred miles, “The fields 
it protects lio in threa districts, Sam Shui, Sz 
Vi, and Ko Iu. Tho hoight of tho ombankment 
is in some places 23 English feet, its width mea- 
auting throngh the cantre 14 feat. In the Ko 
In’ part ofthe embankmont alone thirteen 
broaohes have been made, Thoso are each from 
sixty fest to five handread feot in length.’ Tho 
Tai Hing bank in the lowor Sam Shui distrigt 
ia 25 feot high and about 15 feet through tho. 
centre, and in this embankment there wae o 
breaoh made measuring-in length 1,130 feat. 

Kai Pai ombankment is in the Tsing Un dis- 
triot, and ia o bank of. about the sama height and 
broadth as that called Fong Lok. In it two 
broaches have been mude, the joint length of 
which is.1,150, feat. 

In the whole of K6 In outof 27 embankments 
24 wore broken, I6 Ming has suffered in like 
proportion, whilat at Sz Ui not a bank remained 
intact. The nature of the repairs dono to the 
embankments differs widely in different districts. 
In Sém Shui, Tsing Un ‘and Sz Ui, whore an 
‘éhorgotio militory oflloial has undortaken tho 
partial control, most of the repairs ato permanent: 
and complote. In Ké Inond K6 Ming, where 
the management is in the hands of the local 
gentry, tha banka sre builtp with o view to 
keop off the autuma rains but not thoso of the 
ensuing spring. The monoy. obtained has beon 
expendod in this temporary and incomplete work, 
and four times as much will bo nooded 14 ordor to 
raise the banks to their former size and strength. 
Throughout Ké Ming and K6_ In, and in parts 
of Sz Ui, the villages protected by the soveral 
ewbaukments were foundto-be taking measures 
to pledge their fields. By that monna only can 
thoy obtain tho moncy nocosaary for the great 
outlay required. . 

IE. PRESENT CONDITION AND RESOURCES OF 
THE AGRICULTURAL POPULATION: * 

This may be judged of approximately by a 
variaty of ciroumstanoes, of which the following 
are the most significant. 

(a) Tha appearance of the villages,—They ara 
much the same as whan the relief parties visited 
tho districts in July and August last, Where 
beams and other aaterials could be recovered 
from the ruins, rough attempts. have been mado 
to canstruct these into a sholter largo enough 
for two or three parsons to cronoh ‘under. 
these wretched shelters the corners of broken 
walls gonerally form two sides, the-remaining 
portion being made up of old roof timbers not 
nailed but placed Iengthwise and soross with the 
broken, val foro support. In a fow instances 
only aro regular wooden shanties erected on tho 
sites of the former mad hoses. Tn atill fewer 
instances (certainly not ono in ten) have the 
houses been rebuilt, though many maybe re- 
constructed by-tho end of next yoar if both oropa 
sre good. 2 

From three of the districts accounts of the 


‘mumbor of fallen houses have alrendy been pub | 


lished.* Of the remaining two it was ascertained 
in the course ofthe investigation that aver 
8,000 houses had been destroyed in Ko Ming and 
noarly as many in Ko In. 

The cost of orcoting one of the poorest mud 
houses is about $20. Bricks for the walls are 
made and the walls built up by the would-be oo- 
oupants; but a skilled workmanis required to do 
the roofing and put in the'door and windows, his 
wages amounting from 8 to 4 taels. Tiles for 
the roof cost 34 Faols and wood materials 10 tasle 
for each house. ‘The peopleare consequently too 
poor to baild, and meantime crowd as best they 
can into the fow dwellings that ramain, into the 
ancestral tomples or the shelters desortbad above, 
Tho Licatenants of the Provincial 
a-Chiof taformod us that great numbore of tho! 
people spont both night and day on the embank- 
ments. They slopt on the ground ontride the 
guard houses, 7 

(b) Another circwmatance which points to exe 
treme poverty is the shifts fo which the people 
have been driven in order to buy the rice planta 
now in their fields—Whatevor goods contd be 
turned ‘into money hava beon either pledged or 
acldy ‘These ever include in places agricultaral 
imploments, the ploughs and the oxen which 
draw them and the most nocessary houschold 
atonails, oven to tho largo iron pots in which 
the family rica ia cooked., Oxen have been sold | 
fin Ko In for 6 taels sach, instead of 10 taels, 
the usual price, In Ko Ming wo first teurned 
that tho ploughs of some of the poopie were: in 
the pawn-shops. These buils

again eyen on the most ualikely land, and Whilst 
women were chiefly engaged on the embankments, 
tho men pnt in tho rico ag the wators retired, 
(¢.) The method of rateing funds by mortgage 
on, the land: Has been slready alluded to, and: it 
only neada to be_furthor erplained in order to 
show that the people who resort to that mothod 
must he in greatstraits. The rate of intorost 
paid is oxactly half that demandod by the second 


or middle class pawn-sbops.. The interest on: the 
mortgage is thus for one tasl for tha first month 
1h fan 224 cash, for the second month 3 fan or 
45 oush, for the third month 44 fan or 673 ‘cash, 
increasing thus in regular rates without ro- 
duction It scoms hopeloss to oxpeot that the 
opie can ever redeem their fields. Thus when 
one of the Ko Ming embankments broke ‘five 
years ao, 3,000 tuels were borrowed on the land 
as soourity. Of that sum only 700 taels have 
been, aan off, and tap eer ken hss been

(d.) Finally, if, the question, be asked, what 
has hitherto kept the people from actual starva- 
tion, the answer ia the employment up to the 
present time of sa laren proportion of Testitate 
population in the work of mending embankments. 
While engaged in it each person employed ra- 
osived on zome of the banks one shing or pint of 
tics for avary 25 tam or burdens of soil carried, 
and each earned on an average five pints per day. 
On others soil-varriers were paid in money at the 
rate of 1 cash, 2 cash arid S cash per burdon no- 
cording to the distance. From 2,000 to 3,000 
pergons have’ been employed at the same.time in 
mending one breach, and the amount of work to 
be done at one of the largest openings was sot 
down, as amountizig to 125,000 days’ work} . 
The work on the embankments is now almost 
completed, or enerely stopped for want of funds, 
and ag an interval at least six weeks mist 
alapse before any harvest can be gathered, the 
peoplsare beginning to feel the aevercst pressure

storm; thoy ran into fine weather in about thirty:

At Iast the long-looked-for 
daylight came, and the appearance presented by 
the Cashmere showed that if was only the fact- 
of the vessel being laden with ‘kerosono that 
kopt her afloit, ‘The ship’s decks were swopt 
clear, and being fall of water she rolled sbout a 
mera log at tha meray of-avary wave. Ono boat, 
remained, however, and although considerably 
damaged seemed to afford seme slight chance of 
escape. Aste sea had gone down two of tho 
mon Suoceoded, after mtnch labour, in getting. 
this boat into the water, and the sevon' mon who 
are now in Kobd jumped overboard and ther got 
in tho boat. The remaining five refused to leave 
the wreck, as they preferred to stay rathor than 
risk thomsolves in a frail damaged boat without 
food or water. Without having the slightest 
idoa of the direction they wore taking the men 
in the boat polled away all Sunday, Sunday 
night, and Monday up to two c’olock, when 
they gots glimpse of the sun, and fhat night 
the stars onme ont bright and thoy stored 
to the wostward by the Pole Star, as they 
knew land lay in that direction. At abont 
eleven o’olack on the same night they saw 
a shore light that afterwards proved to by oa 
Tonogashima. and reached the coast of the island 
about two o'clook. Owing to the surf thoy had. 
to wait until daylight beforsattampting to land, 
and then their boat capsized while they were 
getting ashore. Tha shipwrecked mon, who 
were terribly weak after their Lordships, now 
found all their troubles ended. The Japaticie 
treated thom with tho kindnoss and hospitality 
which the paople of this country have so often 
before extended to strangera similarly anfor- 
tnnatea. Food, clothing, and everything avail- 
able to make tho castaways comfortable wore
